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Chapter 3 

Machine Disassembly and Replacement 


This chapter contains step-by-step procedures on how to disassembie the notebook computer for 
maintenance and troubieshooting. 

Disassembly Requirements 

To disassembie the computer, you need the foiiowing toois: 

□ Wrist grounding strap and conductive mat for preventing eiectrostatic discharge 

□ Fiat screwdriver 

□ Phiiips screwdriver 

□ Hex screwdriver 

□ Piastic fiat screwdriver 

□ Piastic tweezers 

NOTE: The screws for the different components vary in size. During the disassembiy process, group the 
screws with the corresponding components to avoid mismatch when putting back the components. 
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General Information 


Pre-disassembly Instructions 

Before proceeding with the disassembiy procedure, make sure that you do the foiiowing: 

1. Turn off the power to the system and ail peripherais. 

2. Unpiug the AC adapter and ali power and signai cabies from the system. 



3. Piace the system on a fiat, stabie surface. 

4. Remove the battery pack. 

Disassembly Process 

The disassembiy process is divided into the foiiowing stages: 

• Externai moduie disassembiy 

• Main unit disassembly 

• LCD module disassembly 

The flowcharts provided in the succeeding disassembly sections illustrate the entire disassembly sequence. 
Observe the order of the sequence to avoid damage to any of the hardware components. For example, if you 
want to remove the main board, you must first remove the keyboard, then disassemble the inside assembly 
frame in that order.

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Intermittent Problems 

Intermittent system hang problems can be caused by a variety of reasons that have nothing to do with a 
hardware defect, such as: cosmic radiation, electrostatic discharge, or software errors. FRU repiacement 
shouid be considered oniy when a recurring probiem exists. 

When anaiyzing an intermittent probiem, do the foliowing: 

1. Run the advanced diagnostic test for the system board in ioop mode at ieast 10 times. 

2. If no error is detected, do not repiace any FRU. 

3. If any error is detected, repiace the FRU. Rerun the test to verify that there are no more errors. 
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Undetermined Problems 

The diagnostic problems does not identify which adapter or device failed, which installed devices are incorrect, 
whether a short circuit is suspected, or whether the system is inoperative. 

Follow these procedures to Isolate the falling FRU (do not Isolate non-defective FRU).

However, once it is 
necessary to bypass the password check, users need to short the HW Gap to clear the password by the 
following steps: 

• Power Off a system, and remove HDD, AC and Battery from the machine. 

• Open the back cover of the machine, and find out the HW Gap on M/B as picture. 

• Use an electric conductivity tool to short the two points of the HW Gap. 

• Plug in AC, keep the short condition on the HW Gap, and press Power Button to power on the

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BIOS Recovery by Crisis Disk 


BIOS Recovery Boot Block: 

BIOS Recovery Boot Block is a special block of BIOS. It is used to boot up the system with minimum BIOS 
initialization. Users can enable this feature to restore the BIOS firmware to a successful one once the previous 
BIOS flashing process failed. 


BIOS Recovery Hotkey: 

The system provides a function hotkey: Fn+Esc, for enable BIOS Recovery process when system is powered 
on during BIOS POST. To use this function, it is strongly recommended to have the AC adapter and Battery 
present. If this function is enabled, the system will force the BIOS to enter a special BIOS block, called Boot 
Block. 


Steps for BIOS Recovery by Crisis Disk: 

Before doing this, one Crisis Disk should be prepared ready in hand. The Crisis Disk could be made by 
executing the Crisis Disk program in another system with Windows XP OS. 

Follow the steps below: 

1. Power Off system. 

2. Insert the Crisis Disk to a USB floppy drive which is attached to the BIOS flash failed machine. 

3. In the power-off state, press Fn+Esc and hold them and then press Power Button. The system should be 
powered on with Crisis BIOS Recovery process. 

4. BIOS Boot Block starts to restore the BIOS code from the Crisis floppy disk to BIOS ROM on the failed 
machine. 

5. If the Crisis flashing process is finished, the system will restart. 

If the Crisis Recovery process is finished, the system should be powered on with successful and workable 
BIOS. Then a person can update the latest version BIOS for this machine by regular BIOS flashing process.
